In England and Wales. outside London, the ave
erEge money wages 18 reckonsd at §76 w year, but
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in the three great Bcowe. oitles, Glasgow, Edin-
burgh and Dundee. they come very close to the
metropolitan level In the large English provincial
towns the level is lower than in London and the
Beoteh towns, owing to the fact that a much larger
percentage of the employes are under twenty

In Ireland no estimate of average wage has been
found to he possible, but it Is certain that the rate
is generally much lower than in Great Britain, In
all parta of the kingdom. as might be expected, the
money wage rises in accordance with the number
of servants smployed. and so does the average of
age. It is noteworthy, at the same time,. that there
is ttle opportunity for the transfer of those
trained In small famlites to larger establishments
and that the higher wages obtained by those of
mature age is an indication that the incompetent

and character can command their priee,

The absence of any system of tralning for gen-
ernl servants, according to Mias Collet, ls a serious
defect in the English social organization. At pres-
ent, the general good servant, llke the good mis-
tress, |s unfortunately born, not made and is con-
saguently rare. although the successful experience
of housewives, who have taken in hand and trained
girls hrought up in rough surroundings, = suffictent
to prove that, under good teachers good servants
can be made aut of unpromising material ’

In addition to a blg area, over which
hall el thickiy, heavy wind and rain storms com-
pleted the destruction of thousands of acres of
graln on either side of the centre of the path of
the hatl, eavering an arsa of fifteen miles north and
south hetween Argusville and Gardner In Cass to
K#iso, In Trufll and on the east and west territory.
ranging from five miles on the south to fifteen or
twenty on tha north. the country is practieally
devastated

The losses are sstimated all the way from 26 to
1M per cent of the orop. The acreage lost In Cass
and Tralll is placed at from 194.000 to 200000 acres.
